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Fire chief asks 
Simon claims New York 
for funds to 
remodel station 


A city official today said federal block 
grant money may be valid for remodel­ 
ing the city’s only fire station on South G 
Street and for construction of a second 
facility in the north, as proposed by the 
fire chief. 
Chief Douglas Spickard made the 
proposals last night in testimony before 
the city’s Fiscal Services Department. 
Fiscal services chief Bob Livingston, 
said today that the law governing 
qualifications for use of the Housing and 
Urban Development block grant monies 
is 
“ nebulous,” 
but that Spickard’s 
proposals seem to fit the criteria. 
Spickard gave his testimony in Lom­ 
poc Library before an audience of about 
40 persons. He said it would cost about 
$196,000 to remodel the existing station 
by replacing sections built in 1892 and 
1932 with a new 6.000 square foot 
building. Spickard said a second fire 
facility is requested in the north part of 
the city to enable fire engines to reach 
every part of the city in a maximum of 
three minutes. Spickard said the two sta­ 
tions could be manned with the present 
work force. 
The city stands to receive $242,000 in 
block grant money from HUD as part of 
a total of $1.8 million earmarked for the 
city between 1976 and 1980. 
Last night’s hearing was the second 
and final information gathering effort 
before the City Council faces the ques­ 
tion of priorities on Nov. 4.

Mike 
Kaufman 
reviewed the nine ideas for spending the 
money gathered during the first public 
hearing on Oct. 14 They were senior

The hostages were taken to Fairview 
General Hospital for examination.

Watkins was believed to have had a shoe

bomb containing 
12 sticks 
of 
dynamite but it proved to be “ incom­ 
plete ” 
Watkins had threatened to trigger the 
explosive unless he was given $50,000. a 
van for a getaway and a plane to get out 
of the country. 
Police refused to provide the plane and 
none of the ransom was paid.

was interviewed 
by 
five 
Metromedia broadcast correspondents 
shortly before he flew from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco to address a Republi­ 
can fund-raising luncheon. Reagan also 
was in San Francisco on a speech- 
making appearance but there was no 
plan for the two to meet. 
Reagan, who is expected to announce 
within three weeks that he is a candidate 
for the Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation, also skipped a GOP fund-raising 
dinner in Los Angeles Wednesday night 
which Ford addressed 
“ Do you believe Reagan is a can­ 
didate?” Ford was asked 
“ Technically I don't believe governor 
Reagan is a candidate.” he said. “ I cer­ 
tainly will give him the benefit of the 
doubt.” 
Ford also said that Reagan is “ no 
more a candidate’’ than Alabama Gov 
George Wallace 
Ford returns to S.F. 
to address Republicans 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - President 
Ford returned to San Francisco today to 
address prominent Republicans in the 
same hotel that he was leaving five 
weeks ago when a bullet was fired at 
him 
Amid beefed-up security precautions, 
the President flew here at mid-morning 
on the second day of a tour through 
Ronald Reagan s home state to appear at 
Republican 
fund-raising 
events 
and 
enhance his own 1976 candidacy. 
Ford stepped off Air Force One by 
himself, and immediately got into a 
closed black limousine for the trip into 
downtown San Francisco An open Secret 
Service car with about eight agents in­ 
side followed immediately behind 
About 50 security officers were visible 
in the immediate area of the plane, and 
others watched from rooftops near the 
Coast Guard facility across the airport 
from the passenger terminals 
A Secret Service spokesman said 
although visible security did not seem to 


be greater than normal, “ they are there 
at all the appropriate places.’’ 
On Sept. 22, during Ford's last visit to 
San Francisco, a shot was fired at him as 
he left the St Francis Hotel to enter his 
limousine 
Sara Jane Moore. 45, was 
taken into custody immediately and has 
been charged with attempted assassina­ 
tion of the President 
Ford came to San Francisco after 
spending the night in Los Angeles, where 
he told another political fund-raising 
audience that “ America wants a Presi­ 
dent who is a fighter, not a patsy.” 
Apparently bidding for more conser­ 
vative support as well as rebuking critics 
in New York City, Ford promised he will 
“ not fling open 
the 
United States 
treasury to every city with a hole in its 
pocket ” 
After his San Francisco luncheon ap^ 
pearance. 
Ford was to fly on 
to 
Milwaukee for still another fund raiser 
before returning to Washington late 
tonight

Simon testified before a House banking 
subcommittee against legislation which 
would make multibilhon dollar feder­ 
ally guaranteed loans available to avert 
default next month in the nation’s largest 
city 
President Ford said Wednesday he 
would veto such a bill But Democratic 
leaders, after meeting privately decided 
to go ahead with efforts to pass it — even 
though they seemed to sense they were 
losing the battle 
The Senate Ranking Committee met to 
vote on a measure today that would 
provide for $4 billion in gurantced loans 
Simon argued that default was still 
preventable — and that it would not be 
devastating if it did occur 
He suggested that the state impose a 
three-year increase in its sales tax of 3 
per cent for one year, 2 per cent and I 
per cent to raise the funds that the city 
needs to avert default 
Alternatively, he proposed that the 
billions in the state's employes pension 
funds be used to collateralize new 
borrowings to keep the city afloat Such 
a plan reportedly has been under con 
sideration in quiet negotiations in New 
York City 
New York State has vast financial 
resources and there are many potential 
sources of the necessary funds." Simon 
said 
But to those who would say that 
all resources have been exhausted, these 
are onlv two examples of what could be

Ways and Means 
to prolong tax relief 


WASHINGTON. DC 
(U PI) - The 
House Ways and Means Committee has 
agreed to prolong antirecession tax 
relief for business but cautiously has 
avoided further sweeping tax reductions 
for large corporations. 


Rep Al Ullman’s tax writing commit­ 
tee worked its way through many 
proposals to ease the burden on busines 
smen at its sessions Wednsday but in the 
end the group demonstrated conser­ 
vative stand 
At one point in the debate on a bid by 
Rep Joe Waggonner. D*La . to reduce 
the corporate tax rate from 48 per cent 
to 46 per cent. Rep Barber Conable. R- 
N.Y., said he liked what the amendment 
would do but felt the House would not sit 
still for the large loss of revenues it 
would involve Waggonner's amendment 
was defeated 8-6 It would have taken 
$2 6 billion out of the Treasury's regular 
incoming revenue 
President Ford has recommended a 
permanent corporate tax rate of 46 per 
cent 
The committee retained and refined an 


antirecession tax relief measure in a 
way that zeroes in on smaller incor­ 
porated firms 
The effort will save 
businesses an estimated $1 9 billion in 
taxes in 1976 and $2 1 billion in 1977 


Before this tax year, the rates were 22 
per cent. 26 per cent and 48 per cent on 
the first $25 000 the second $25 000 and 
all over $50 000 respective^ 


Businesses that are partnerships or 
proprietary and establishments not in­ 
corporated are not affected On the other 
hand, 
some 
individuals 
who 
have 
incorporated to seek a better tax posi­ 
tion. such as professionals, will be en­ 
titled to the tax relief 
The committee shunted some tough 
questions aside for consideration in later 
months, seeking to get a tax revision bill, 
which contains tax relief for the 1976 tax 
year, through the Gongress before the 
end of the vear 
The committee revised some features 
of capital gains tax rates voting 20 to 14 
to step up the amount of ordinary income 


He also disputed Gov Hugh Garey, 
who has testified that the state s default 
would likely follow the city’s He said 
that need not occur 


As for the impact of default, Simon 
said 
“ 1 have always believed that a 
default would be undesirable I have 
always believed that a default should be 
avoided by any appropriate means 


"But putting aside for a moment the 
desirability of avoiding default. I cannot 
conclude that a default would devastate 
our financial markets or our econorm 


There is support in Washington for 
Ford’s proposal Wednesday to put the 
city under the control of a federal judge 
when default o cc u rs Without a change 
along the lines Ford has proposed law 
suits by bondholders demanding pay­ 
ment coilld prevent the city from using 
its revenues to pav police and firemen

Returning to the turn of the eenturv newspaper column 
“ Housekeeper’s Receipts" found recently between pages 
of a personal cookbook, we bring you some “ interesting" 
dishes 
Potato Pie 
One pound of mashed potato, rubbed through a 
colander; one half pound of butter rubbed to a cream with 
two eupsful of white sugar; six eggs, the whites and yolks 
beaten separately; the juice of one lemon squeezed into 
the potato while hot; one teaspoonful of nutmeg, the same 
of mace. Rake in shells of paste, without covers. To be 
eaten cold. 
Mock Mince Pies 
Eleven ground crackers, one coffee cup chopped raisins, 
one cup brown sugar, one cup molasses, two cups boiling 
water, half cup melted butter, half cup vinegar, two 
tablespoonsful cinnamon, one teaspoonful cloves, one 
teaspoonful nutmeg; roll the crackers fine and throw boil­ 
ing water on them. 
Note From my childhood days 1 remember this as a 
special holiday treat in place of mince meat pies which 
my mother felt was indigestable The filling, mixed 
together was baked between two pie crusts. We called it 
cracker pie. 
The next recipe is also one used by my mother. It was a 
real treat as my brother’s special birthday cake When 
our hickory tree bore well we could have it more than 
once a year. When the crop was light, the nuts were saved 
until January for Charles’ cake 
Hickory Nut Cake 
Two eupsful sugar, two-thirds cupful butter, three and 
one half eupsful flour, whites of four eggs well-beaten, 
three teaspoonsful baking powder mixed with flour, one 
cupful sweet milk, one and one half pints sliced (not chop­ 
ped) hickory nuts This makes two rather small loaves 
Other recipes from the column include: 
Suet Pudding 
One cup of suet, one of raisins, chopped fine, one of 


molasses, one of sweet milk, one teaspoonful soda dis­ 
solved in the milk, three cups of flour, nutmeg, cinnamon 
and cloves, one or all as desired Boil or stew steadily for 
three hours Liquid or hard sauce as preferred 
Pork Cake 
Two cups of fine chopped fat pork, two cups boiling 
water on it. two of sugar and one of molasses, one 
teaspoonful soda, one-half pound citron; cloves and cin­ 
namon to taste; stiffen with flour and then bake one hour 
Snow Sponge Cake 
One cupful flour, a little heated, one and one-half cup- 
sful sugar, two teaspoonsful cream tartar mixed with 
flour (no soda) and the whites of ten eggs This makes a 
very white, beautiful cake 
Light Biscuit 
To one quart of flour and one small teaspoonful of soda, 
and one tablespoonful of lard, salt to taste Mix with but­ 
termilk; knead the dough until it blisters, and bake in a 
quick oven. 
Housekeeping Notes 
For a good breakfast table relish, cut into small pieces 
one quarter of a pound of cheese, place in spider with a 
small piece of butter, pour over it one cup of milk and one 
egg well beaten, season with salt and pepper 
Cream of Tartar in bread -In making bread the cream 
of tartar is to be omitted where soda and sour milk are 
used. 
A Delicious Syrup is made by melting one pound of 
maple syrup with two pounds of white sugar 
Raisins are rendered quite digestable if boiled or 
steamed before using them in cakes or pies

Our trip began in Lisbon with

narrow.

streets, pastel-washed houses, 
and cable cars clanking down to 
the river The city is a mixture 
of the old (pre-earthquakei and 
new (post-earthquake) done so

travelers consider Lisbon to be

Estrogen 
blamed for 
cancer rise 


LOS AN GELES (D PI) - The 
female hormone estrogen may 
be responsible for an increasing 
risk of cancer of the uterus in 
Caucasian women over 50 years 
old. results of a new study in­ 
dicate. 
Statistics compiled by the 
California 
Tumor 
Registry 
from five counties show cancer 
of the uterus has increased by 
about 35 per cent in the last 
seven years and there are about 
3,800 new cases of uterine 
cancer in the state every year 
Researchers say it is en­ 
dometrial cancer — cancer of 
the lining of the uterine wall — 
that has shown the increase, as 
opposed to cancer of the cervix. 
Dr Donald Austin said there 
seems 
to 
be 
a 
connection 
between the rising cancer in­ 
cidence and the increasing use 
of estrogen to combat female 
postmenopausal symptoms. 
“The information we have so 
far supports the hypothesis that 
estrogen 
given 
to 
post­ 
menopausal women might be 
the cause,” he said 
Austin said the women most 
likely to take estrogen are 
Caucasion. over 50 years old 
and in a high socio-economic 
strata 
It is among these women, he 
said, that the higher incidences 
of cancer are oecuring 
Other possible causes, howe­ 
ver. include the identifying of 
endometrial cancer cases that 
several years ago would have 
been 
classifed 
precancerous 
and would not have appeared in 
cancer statistics

LOS ANOKLKS flJPli 
Banning handguns would not 
automatically mean a decrease 
in gun violence, state Attorney 
General Kvelle J 
Younger 
said, but would mean an in­ 
crease in bureaucracy 
Younger and Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Peter J Pit* 
chess both testified Wednesday 
before a State Senate Judiciary 
Committee 
hearing 
on 
a 
proposed bill that would require 
registration of used handguns 
at their sale by a nondealer and 
a waiting period before the ac­ 
tual transfer could be made 
Similar 
requirements 
to 
those proposed by State Sen 
Nate Holden, D-Loi Angeles, 
now apply to sales by gun 
dealers 
Younger said the only effec­ 
tive way to reduce handgun 
crimes is to “ ban private 
ownership of handguns and con 
fiscate all those in use now 
But he said he would not sup­ 
port such a law at this time 
because of the fears of citizens 
who have lost confidence in the 
ability of their government to 
protect them 
' There is no way we can get 
the people to give up their 
handguns.“ Younger insisted 
“ No amount of talking will con­ 
vince them as long as they read 
every day of assaults, murders 
and robberies ” 
He recounted a recent visit 
with a group of retired couples 


who owned recreational vehi­ 
cles 
“Of the 25 couples.” he said, 
“ 20 told me they kept handguns 
in their vehicles, and all in­ 
sisted they would risk prosecu­ 
tion rather than give up their 
weapons.” 
Younger 
then 
called 
for 
prompt trials and mandatory 
imprisonment for persons con­ 
victed of serious gun crimes 
Pitchess said he would favor 
a ban on handgun sales, but did 
not think Holden's bill would be 
effective 
He said he believed law- 
abiding citizens would turn in 
their guns 
in a voluntary 
program, which would cut down 
a lot of accidents resulting from 
conflicts between family and 
friends 


The number of guns in society 
would continue to decrease if 
they could 
not be legally 
manufactured or sold, he ad­ 
ded 
Pitchess admitted that this 
could take five or 10 years, but 
said people should start now

ern governors the states would 
be consulted

warned the states could not 
stand in the way of coal 
development programs 
Kleppe. confirmed two weeks 
ago. met with governors and 
their representatives Wednes­ 
day at a meeting of the 10- 
member Western (iovernors’ 
Regional Energy Policy Office 
Montana Gov Thomas Judge 
told Kleppe the governors were 
afraid the federal government 
would ignore the states in 


developing coal lands in the 
West 
It is demeaning to the states 
to have to go on their hands and 
knees to the federal govern­ 
ment so they can enforce their 
own laws,” Judge said 
Kleppe 
said 
the 
federal 
government would not disre­ 
gard the states and state laws 
would take precedence over 
federal rules as long as they 
were more stringent. But he 
said the states could not expect 
to hold up development 
"To say that they have veto 
rights is to abrogate federal 
responsibility.” Kleppe said 
The governors’ meeting was 


held in conjunction with the 
National Conference on Finan­ 
cial Requirements for Energy 
Development in the Western 
States Region, which drew 
energy developers, representa­ 
tives of financial institutions 
and government officials 
Federal Energy Administra­ 
tor Frank Zarb in the opening 
address 
to 
the 
conference 
called for a new federal-state 
partnership to bring energy 
self-suffieiencv within 10 years. 
“ If we are to deal effectively 
with this energy crisis we must 
see the truth of our current 
situation and renew the nation­ 
al vigor which marked our 


character 200 years ago — a 
vigor and commitment which 
should have no boundaries, 
regional, state or local,” Zarb 
said 


Despite the 1973 oil embargo. 
Zarb said the nation is becom­ 
ing increasingly dependent on 
foreign oil. Oil imports have in­ 
creased 3 per cent in two years 
and cost the nation $25 billion 
this year, he said 


He said energy self-sufficien­ 
cy can be accomplished within 
10 years, but it will mean a huge 
financial effort and coopera­ 
tion 
“ If we do not become self- 


sufficient. they (oil-producing 
nations) will continue to raise 
prices and we will continue to 


export American dollars for the 
benefit of other nations.” Zarb 
said

WASHINGTON - Outwardly, Richard 
W. Velde might appear to be a mild- 
mannered, middle-aged bureaucrat But 
behind 
his 
dark-rimmed 
spectacles, 
button-down collar and conservative-cut 
clothes, he has confided to associates, he 
possesses “ the b<xty of a :^-year-old." 
He is quick to produce his medical 
charts, moreover, to 
prove it. 
Velde is boss of the 
Law Enforcement As­ 
sistance 
administra­ 
tion. 
which 
is sup­ 
posed to assist local 
policemen 
He wants 
to assist them, most of 
all. to be youthfully 
strong like he is for 
the 
43-year-old 
ad­ 
ministrator with the 
25-year-old anatomy is 
a 
physical 
fitness 
freak 
He has spent huge sums of the tax­ 
payers’ money on exercise equipment 
anf fitness programs to improve the 
muscle tone of the constabulary One 
$541.623 
grant 
has 
been 
set 
aside 
specifically “ to promote physical fitness 
in police officers” An estimated $200,000 
of this will bt' invested in exercise and 
medical paraphernalia 
Velde also hoped to develop, as we 
previously 
related, 
a 
Dick 
Tracy 
wristwatch. which would provide the cop 
on the move with a digital readout of his 
blood pressure, pulse rate and body 
temperature — in case he should wish to 
check on the state of his health as well as 
the time of day 
This $300,000 project was abruptly 
dropped, much to Velde’s disapp<iint- 
ment. after our story appt'ared 
“ The 
watch is a dead issue," an LF.AA 
spokesman told us sadly 
Velde has also spent small sums of the 
taxpayers’ money on his physical fitness 
interests Among his body-building exer­ 
cises. for instance, he has bi'come an in­ 
veterate jogger On the day of the Boston 
marathon, he arranged an official trip to 


Boston 
A spokesman insisted that Velde did 
not participate in the event but merely 
watched the race out of a window. 
He is not so addicted to jogging, 
however, that he is willing to give up his 
limousine privileges — as Congress has 
colled upon such government gadabouts 
to do His predecessors managed to get 
along with whatever conveyances might 
be seized in drug raids One drove a con­ 
traband Buick. another a confiscated 
Audi. 
But Velde rides in a more stylish, 
black 
Mercury 
Marquis, 
with 
a 
telephone suitable for a busy executive. 
He has used his government limousine, 
his chauffeur has confessed to the in­ 
spector general, to haul his wife and 
children around 
I’aradoxically, Velde claim s at least 
one flaw in his fine physique. He insists 
that a tailbone ailment makes it neces- 
sarv for him to fly first-class His 43- 
year-old tailbone. he attests, requires 
the larger, luxurious seats in the first- 
class section 
The cause of the pain in Velde’s 
tailbone a spokesman explained solemn­ 
ly. was too much sitting in airplanes. 
During the first year as LEAA’s ad­ 
ministrator, Velde spt^nt $14,069.31 for 
air fare and another $2.668 47 for mis­ 
cellaneous travel expenses 
His trips 
took him from Atlanta to Alaska, New 
Orleans to Las Vegas. New York to 
Hawaii 
The soft-spoken Velde, whose lanky 
frame and receding hairline give him the 
appearance of everybody’s next-door 
neighbor, is a protege of Sen Roman 
Hruska. 
R-Neb., 
the 
Senate’s 
self- 
proclaimed champion of mediocrity 
Ex-President Nixon resisted Hruska’s 
entreaties to elevate V^elde to the top of 
the LF.AA totem pole for five years But 
in the closing hours of his presidency, 
Nixon net*ded Hruska’s support for an 
anticipated impeachment battle in the 
Senate 
Nixon relented at the last minute and 
nominated Velde to head the LEAA. It

was one of Nixon’s last nominations. The 
buffeted LEAA is still stuck with it. 
Footnote: Velde is also an amateur 
shutterbug. Our sources say he has 
helped himself to Leaa’s photographic 
equipment

spokesman who swore: “ Velde has never 
had film processed for his own personal 
benefit. He does not have the camera at 
home” 
But our associate. Bob Owens, checked 
with LEAA’S audio visual department, 
which acknowledged that Velde checks 
out a Nikon camera “ for a couple of 
weeks at a tim e.” He also picks up film, 
usually about five rolls at a time. He sub­ 
mits the film for processing, which is 
done at government expense. But the

WASHINGTON — The politics of the 
bicentennial year promises to be so 
scrambled, so erratic, as to dismay the 
moderate men who 200 years ago out of 
their great political and philosophic 
wisdom founded this nation. For they 
were moderate men determined to cast 
off the harsh yoke of the British crown 
while keeping the 
system of p riv ate 
ownership that had 
begun to develop a 
vast unknown conti­ 
nent. 
It is hardly and ex­ 
aggeration to say that 
th e 
p o l i t i c s 
of 
M adison, 
Jefferso n 
and the other founders 
h as r e ma in ed the 
dominant theme down 
to the present day. 
This is the politics of 
the center and what is really remarkable 
is that, while first in 1964 and then again 
in 1972. that lesson was written large, it 
seems to have made no imprint on those 
who talk as though a radical conser­ 
vative or a radical liberal could be 
elected president in 197C. 
In 1964. Sen. Barry Goldwater, the 
Republican candidate, carried four 
southern states and his native Arizona. 
Lyndon Johnson won by the largest pop­ 
ular vote up to that time. 16 million more 
than his opponent. 
Goldwater’s campaign was down the 
line conservative, attacking the social 
reforms of the three previous decades 
and denouncing the inhibition on the use 
of nuclear weapons in no-win wars. 
In 1972, G eorge M cGovern, the 
Democratic candidate, ran on a straight 
liberal, more welfare program . He 
proposed among other changes a limit on 
the amount of wealth an individual 
could inherit. Richard Nixon carried all 
but Massachusetts and the District of 
Columbia, with a majority in the popular 
vote roughly equal to that of Johnson 
eight years before. 
Ronald Reagan’s position today is like 
that of Goldwater He is an inflexible do- 
or-die conservative. The difference is his 
smoothness, his suavity, his mastery of 
television and crowd appeal. As the 
Republican candidate, he would carry 
more than five states, if only for that dif­ 
ference 
But anyone who thinks he could be 
elected president of the United States is 
living in cloud cuckoo land. The time 
may come with disillusion, distrust and 
general disgust with the political process 
as we have known it that a Reagan could 
make it. That time is now 
President Ford is working hard, and on

the whole successfully, preempting the 
center position: or the center as 
Republicans understand it. He has made 
himself attractive, crowd pleasing, a 
political celebrity as we understand 
these things in the television era. 
If in two or three early primaries, 
notably New Hampshire, he is topped by 
Reagan, it will be a distortion of the con­ 
dition of the party. This will be in­ 
terpreted as perhaps a fatal blow to 
Ford’s chances for re-election. 


On the Democratic side, the heirs of 
the McGovern debacle seem bent on a 
repeat of that catastrophe. Fred Harris, 
king of the populists without peer, pur­ 
sues the McGovern line as though the 
record of 1972 had been expunged. 


At least it must be said for him that he 
is frank in expressing his views of the 
need for a drastic change in the system. 
If half his claims of grass roots organiza­ 
tion are true, he could be a force in the 
convention next year, a disruptive force, 
surely. 


Hubert Humphrey, on whom many 
Democrats are beginning to settle is. in 
the Democratic context, a center can­ 
didate. Well to the left of the center as 
F^ord is to the right of the center, he

nevertheless fits the prescription of 
moderation more nearly than any other 
visible candidate. That may be the very 
reason the delegates in New York, 
fragmented and uncertain, will reject 
him. 
The speculation is beginning of a third 
ticket headed by Reagan or by Gov. 
George Wallace who has conducted a 
campaign in Europe to prove he is up to 
the job. 
Farthest out on the wilder shores of 
politics is the beginning speculation of a 
ticket with Reagan as president and 
Wallace as vice president. That is one 
the founding fathers would look at with 
incomprehension, if not horror. 
As for bicentennial politics. President 
Ford stands to gain from the fact that he 
is there in the office on the 2(X)th birth­ 
day He will be at every ceremony and in 
every parade riding just ahead of the 
float with Betsy Ross whipping up the 
American flag. As identity, exposure, 
that cannot be matched. 
If there were today a Madison, a Je f­ 
ferson. a Franklin. I wonder if he would 
be discovered in the hurly-burly of our 
politics. Too often the alternative to the 
radical right or the radical left seems 
the consensus of safe mediocrity.

School District only a few minutes the 
other night to give a formal first ap­ 
proval to a document that the Stull Act 
implementation committee took more 
than three years to complete A few 
minutes was all the board needed to give 
its approval after waiving a reading of 
the voluminous docu­ 
ment Now comes the 
difficult task of carry­ 
ing out the directives 
of the implementation 
report 
The work began on 
Jan, 3. 1972 when the 
committee 
was 
formed by assistant 
superintendent 
Alice 
Milligan who served 
as 
temporary 
chairman. The com­ 
mittee. and it should 
be noted with some apology to Bob 
Thompson, director of curriculum, met 
first on Jan 25 and elected Thompson, 
chairman, and not Dr. Bill Williams as 
stated in this column last Tuesday. 
Williams was a member of the commit­ 
tee and was assigned to head a subcom­ 
mittee dealing with the administration 
aspects of the Stull Act. 
Other subcommittees were headed by 
Irwin Wapner. Dave Benchoff. Pricila 
Draper, Lloyd Crossman. Don Hart. 
Alice Milligan. Karlene Facer. Carole 
Sankey, Bill Yates and Bob Thompson. 
The committee determined the goals 
and objectives, laid out the evaluation 
processes and put everyone on notice 
that the dictates of the new law would be 
stringent and far reaching. 


A “ birds-eye view” of the Stull Act as 
provided in the implementation report 
notes: “ The Stull Bill is divided into two 
major divisions, one covering the profes­ 
sional 
evaluation 
of 
certificated 
employes and the other specifying the 
legal 
grounds 
for 
dismissing 
such 
employes” That combination of ideas 
probably 
accounts 
for 
the 
tagline, 
“ educational accountability” which is 
colloquially attached to the act 


Whatever we can say about the lengthy 
and involved mechanics of the evaluation 
process, 
the 
bottom 
line for some 
teachers could be dismissal. That grim 
end probably won’t happen to very many 
teachers, but the prospect is there. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the committee report lays 
emphasis on the idea of helping an in­ 
adequate teacher improve 
This paragraph from the bill itself, 
although it’s almost overlong to be used 
here, sets forth some of the concern for 
the human values involved in the evalua­ 
tion prcn’ess 
“ FA'aluation and assess­ 
ment of the performance of each cer­ 


tificated employe shall be made on a 
continuing basis, at least once each 
school year for probationary personnel, 
and at ieast every other year for person­ 
nel with permanent status The evalua­ 
tion shall include recommendations, if 
necessary, as to areas of improvement in 
the performance of the employe. In the 
event an employe is not performing his 
duties in a satisfactory manner ac­ 
cording to the standards prescribed by 
the governing board, the employing 
authority shall notify the employe in 
writing of such fact and describe such 
unsatisfactory 
performance. 
The 
employing authority shall thereafter 
confer with the employe making specific 
recommendations as to areas of im­ 
provement in the employe’s perfor­ 
mance and endeavor to assist him in 
such performance.” 
SHORT 
TAKES: 
School 
district 
business manager Joe Carlin told the 
school board last Tuesday, that the ad­ 
ministration has not had to borrow 
money from district special funds to pay 
Its monthly bills. Readers may recall 
that the board gave the administration 
that prerogative on a limited basis, 
because of the delay in the arrival of 
federal aid monies Furthermore it was 
understood that the board will be in­ 
formed 
if 
any 
borrowing 
takes 
place...Despite the fact that the new 
collective bargaining law for school 
employes won’t be 100 per cent effective 
until July I of next year, the school ad­ 
ministration 
is 
reportedly 
already 
preparing for it by setting aside some of 
the formal trappings of the dying Winton 
Act in their dealings with the Cer­ 
tificated Employe Council. 
As most 
readers know, under the Winton .Act. the 
school board had merely to show it had 
“ met and conferred” and then if it chose 
could act unilaterally. Under the new 
law. 
there 
will 
be 
more 
of 
the 
negotiating process, a term that Milligan 
for one has declined to use. since in her 
view she was not negotiating, but was 
conferring A deputy sheriff’s handling 
of a troublesome inebriate has to win an 
Oscar “ I warn you,” the law officer 
said.
